The New Ireland. 


So long as *‘ God’s in His Heaven ” no 
Christian man or Christian Church can 
dare to take a desperate view of national 
or international affairs. Yet there are 
times when optimism becomes the most 
difficult of virtues: The last few years 
have been such a time for the Irish 
Churches—especially for the Churches of 
the. minority which had lost ‘all its 
political and social bearings as the result 
of revolution in the State. That time, we 
believe, has passed away, and the perils 
and anxieties with which it was charged 
are not likely to recur. In his opening 
address yesterday to the General Synod 
of the Church of Ireland the Primate 
struck a dominating note of thankfulness. 
Order has shaped itself slowly out of 
chaos. Much has been lost in the great 
upheaval, but many precious things have 
been saved, and foundations of progress 
have been laid. The Primate spoke of the 


economic institutions in North and South, 
of the increasing sense of security in both 
States, and of the kindlier relations which 
are being established between their peoples. 
The conduct of the Free State’s affairs has 
banished many fears and prejudices from 
Northern minds. In particular, the old 
bogey of religious persecution has been 
exorcised once for all. The results of the 
recent general election have liberalised the 
whole character of Northern politics and 
have established a hundred fresh points of 
contact between North and South. “A new 
Ireland is in the making, and tbe pro- 
cesses have become visible to the naked 
eye. 

For these good things all Irishmen 
must be grateful; but the Church of Ire. 
land has special cause for gratitude. On 
the day when she ceases to be a truly 
national Church she will have failed in 
her mission; and the danger has been 
imminent more than once during the last 
twelve years. There have been times when 
loyalties were strained sorely, when men 
were bewildered by, what seemed to be the 
rival voices of Church and politics, when, 
beyond any question, considerations of 
party politics vitiated and clouded the 
counsels of the Church. We have said 
often that the partition of Ireland—we 
mean, a partition obviously and hopelessly 
permanent, a moral as well as a material 


Ireland. A few years of such partition 
would destroy her unity, converting her 
into two sets of dioceses, shorn of all 
ancient dignity and influence, whose 
interest and outlook would diverge steadily 
with the growth of new generations . of 
Irishmen. From that peril, as we hope 
and believe, Providence has decided to

Every house 
bought out releases funds to build another, 
so that two houses may be built in place 
of one. Immediate application must be 
made for the Marino houses, and we trust

Dr. Benes, the Czecho-Slovakian 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, anneunced 
yesterday that the meeting had been a 
complete success. Unanimous agreement 
was reached on .almost, every point, and 
the solidarity of the Little Entente never 
was so strong as it is to-day. This 
alliance was formed after the war, chiefly 
through the endeavours of Dr, Benes, in 
order to consolidate the position of the 
smaller States of Central Europe who had 
taken. part in the war on the side of 
the Allies. The three nations have 
readjusted their several fiscal systems to 
suit one another’s needs; they have made 
tripartite economic conventions, and 
generally have laid the foundations of 
that Danubian Federation which in “the 
long run offers the only reasonable solu- 
tion to the problem of Central Europe. 
The Little Entente, however, suffers at 
present—just as the League of Nations 
suffers—because it is not sufficiently repre- 
sentative. Austria, Hungary and Bul- 
garia must be brought within its ambit 
before it can hope to become a really 
useful factor in world affairs; and we fear 
that, for the moment, at any rate, there 
is little hope of such a consummation. 
At the Bukharest Conference the possi- 
bility of an Austrian union with Germany 
was discussed. This project has been 
mooted on many occasions since the end of 
the war, and many people are of the 
opinion that it would offer an excellent 
way out of Austria’s formidable difficul- 
ties; but the Little Entente will not hear 
of it. Dr. Benes asserts that the Peace 
Treaties must be fulfilled to the letter. 
The members of the Little Entente will 
be prepared to help Austria economically— 
to what extent, or in what way, he did not 
say—but it never could tolerate a political 
union with Germany. Apparently, it 1s 
equally opposed to Austria’s absorption by 
Hungary.

“shipping weather bulletin’’ is sent out 
in code. Captain Clarke has set an 
example to other countries by securing the 
services of the “ wireless’’ section of the 


Free State Army for the voluntary duty 


of ' transmitting the | reports of the 
Meteorological Office in London. The 
Army “ wireless’’ service sends the re- 
ports to the harbours of the whole country, 
thus making available to pilots, masters 
and seamen the: knowledge which is so 
precious to them. Fogs, and even the 
track of the coming storm, may be evaded, 
and the winds utilised; in accordance with 
the data put in the hands of a ship's 
master before he sails. Captain J. H.

DEATH OF MR. A. W. 
SAMUELS.

nce his retirement from the bench, when 
the Irish Free State Judiciary Act came into 
force, about a year ago, Mr. Justice Samuels 
had not been in the best of health, and in 
March last he decided to take a anotor tour 
in France. He left Ireland at about the 
second week of that month, arrived at La 
Vroix on the 25th, and remained there until 
his death on Monday. The news of his death 
did not surprise his relatives, .as they had 

nown for some weeks that his condition was 
grave. 

Mr. Justice Samuels was the son of the late 
Mr, Arthur Samuels, of Langara, Kingstown, 
Co. Dublin, who, in the time of the Trish 
Church Establishment, held the post, now 
abolished, of Queen’s Proctor. He had ‘an 
office in Henrietta street, and there all 
marriage licences for members of the Church 
of Ireland were obtained. The late judge was 
educated at the Royal School, Dungannon, 
from whence he proceeded to Trinity College, 
securing the first Classical Scholarship in his 
year and graduating with a Senior Moderator- 
ship. He was also on the Committee of the 
College Historical Society, in whose debates 
he took a prominent part. He was a remark- 
ably fine oarsman, and was a member of one 
of the best crews that Dublin University has 
possessed. 

As a Law student he won many valuable 
prizes. He was called to the Irish Bar in 
1887, and took silk in 1894. Mr. Samuels 
rapidly acquired a steady practice, specialis- 
ing particularly in matrimonial cases. He 
was appointed permanent Counsel to the Post 
Office, and his principal duties consisted of 
conducting prosecutions against defaulting 
officials; but he excelled more as a chamber 
lawyer than in court practice. “Hé had a pro- 
found knowledge of law, but was not an at- 
tractive or brilliant speaker, his manner being 
somewhat slow and methodical. At West- 
minster, however, he was a marked success, 
and there were few members of the House 
who were accorded a better hearing, for he 
always mastered his subject in every detail. 

Mr. Samuels unsuccessfully contested Dublin 
University in 1903, being defeated by Mr. 
James H. M. Campbell, K.C. (now. Lord 
Glenavy), who resigned his seat for South 
Dublin to become one of the representatives of 
Trinity College. The stroge'e was a keen 
one, as Mr. Justice Samuels had thé support 
of the majority of the clerical electors. Mr. 
Campbell's leading position at the Bar, how- 
ever, turned the scale in his favour. Mr. 
Samuels was more fortunate in his second 
effort, in 1917. In that same year he was 
appointed Solicitor-General for Ireland, and 
in 1918 Attorney-General. He was a very 
successful Attorney-General, and in 1919 he 
was appointed a judge of the King’s Bench 
Division. | 

FINANCIAL QUESTIONS. 

Before becoming a Law Officer of the Crowri 
Mr. Samuels was an extremely active sup- 
porter of Unionist policy. He was an admitted 
authority on all matters connected with Irish 
fiscal airs and held a high place as a 
statistician. To the study of fiscal subjects 
he devoted many of the best years of his life, 
and was the author of numerous pamphlets 
and magazine articles bearing on the financial 
aspects of the Irish question. The amount of 
England's indebtedness to this country arising 
from over-taxation since the Union is a much- 
debated matter, and a highly complicated and 
extremely difficult one to tackle. It is suffi- 
cient to say that the figures at which Mr. 
Justice Samutls put Ireland's indebtedness 
are lower than those generally accepted. 

The Jate Judge was singularly successful on 
the Bench, and his judgments gave general 
satisfaction. — In private life Mr. Justice 
Samuels was respected by all classes. 
Throughout his life he was interested in fhe 
affairs of the Church of Ireland, with which, 
through his father’s position, he was naturally 


conversant. For years he was a regular at- 
tendant at the Services in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral. The late Judge married the 


daughter of the Rev. James Irwin, who pre- 
deceased him by some years. This lady was 
known as the writer of various poems and 
was highly gifted. The Judge's sister is wife 
of Sir William Ridgéway, formerly Professor 
of Greek at the Queen's College, Cork, and 
now a Fellow of the University of Cambridge. 
where he fills the Chair of Archeology. 

_ Mr. Samuels was called to the English Bar 
in 1896, but never sought practice in England. 
He was a man who had an intense love for 
Ireland, and when he went to the South as 
a Judge of Assize in 1920, and was obliged 
to reside in the courthouse under strong 
military And police protection, he wrote 
privately to a friend, saying how miserable 
this made him feel, as the idea of being re- 
garded with hostility by any of his fellow- 
countrymen pained him keenly. He was at all 
times a man of reserved manner and un- 
emotional. He had many friends who valued 
him highly, and his loss will be much re- 
gretted. 

Mr. Justice Samuels was Chancellor of the 
Umited. Dioceses of Down and Connor and 
Dromore, and also of the United Dioceses of 
Limerick, Ardfert and Aghadoe. He had also 
the unusual distinction of being a Bencher 
both of King’s Inns, Dublin, and of Gray's 
Inn, London. . E 


A KEEN YACHTSMAN. 
Yachting was the sport of Mr. Justice 
Samuels’s maturity. He was one of the now 
few foundation members of Howth Sailinz 
Club, and took a keen interest in its fortunes. 
and, indeed, in the fortunes of sailing gener- 
allyiúpon the Dublin coastline. So keen was 
he that when it was learned early this year 
that he had placed ‘his 17-footer Leila on the 


4 Sale list, members of that club appreciated 


how seriously ill he must be. For he was 
attached to her not alone for the sport she 
had given him, but because she was a visible 
link with the memory of his son, Captain 
Samuels, who was killed during the early 
years of the war. He had her built—indeed, 
she was one of the early boats of the class 
designed by Sir Walter Bovd—largely for the 
purpose of teaching his son the art of sailing, 
and this she did, and gave father and scp 
wonderful sport and enjoyment. Sma!! as 
she was, no matter how rough the weather, 
one was sure to find Leila fulfil her appoint- 
ment in a race, whether at Howth, Clontarf, 
Kingstown, Dalkey or Bray. Nor was Wick- 
iow too far for her, for in the old days Leila 
never missed a fixture there on the August 
bank holiday. Since, indeed, she was dis- 
mantied at Wicklow; it was only just the 
luck of the game. It may be mentioned here 
that Judge Samuels was a fearless man in a 
boat, and that it never blew too hard for him 
to carrv a iopsail. Placing her on the sale 
list was typical of him; as a Corinthian 
vachtsman he could not face the prospect cf 
keeping another Corinthian out of the use of 
the boai when he, aimself, could not use her. 
As a tribute to his memory, the opening of 
the Howth Sailing Club season, fixed for 
Saturday, has been postponed till Saturday

SF ge the entry of competitive exhibits 
bigger than a year ago, and trade 
exhibits more numerous also, the outlook 
for the Royal Dublin Society’s Spring 
Show at Ballsbridge this week is most 
encouraging. This time last year 40,000 
visitors passed the turnstiles, and, with 
the additional attractions and railway 
facilities provided on this occasion, it is

Within the past three years both entries 
and attendances have increased at a rate 
which shows that conditions have become 
stabilised, and that the Spring Show, 
although of a less sporting character than 
the Horse Show, may rival the August 
fixture in popularity.

THE DEPARTMENT'S EXHIBIT. 

On account of the changes rendered 
necessary by the removal of the Royal 
Dublin Society from Kildar street to 
Ballsbridge, the Department's educational 
exhibit is this year housed in the Dairy 
Pavilion, one of the roomiest buildings at 
Ballsbridge. Its floor area is very little 
short of one-third of an acre. The in- 
creased floor space enables the Department 
to arrange a larger exhibit, and the fact 
that butter-making competitions will take 
at one end of the hall should be a great 
attraction to visitors. The exhibit of 
forestry and horticulture has been planned 
on a larger scale than formerly. The 
poultry section is also more. comprehen- 
sive, and useful hints on egg-packing can 
be obtained from an inspection of the 
exhibits entered for the egg-packing com- 
petitions in the Simmonscourt Hall. 

Skill in judging dairy cattle can be 
tested at the cow-testing stalls, where cows 
of similar type, but differing milk capaci- 
ties, are shown side by side. In this way 
proof is afforded of the value of cow- 
testing for judging the value of dairy 
cows. 

Special care has been taken to bring 
under public notice such things as farm 
costings. 

On account of the new legislation in 
connection with dairy produce and eggs, 
every effort is being made to show pro- 
ducers exactly what is wanted by the 
public.

LEXINGTON (KENTUCKY),

An expedition will shortly leave here 
to explore a buried city believed to have 
been built five hundred years B.c. 

The buried city is believed to be eight 
or ten miles long, and lies in the wild 
part of Southern Nevada, off the Colorado 
River. Mr. C. Scrugham, the Governor 
of Nevada, found in an underground 
cavern a temple of sun-worshippers with 
carvings on the walls. : 

Already a small. number of tombs have 
been opened, and these contained pots of 
corn and remains of food, weapons, orna- 
ments and other articles. The pottery is 
beautifully decorated, and the many neck- 
laces found are declared to be made of 
turquoise and avalone. 

The expedition is being financed by a 
group of New York capitalists and wealthy 
people interested in the study of the 
buried civilisation of ancient North- 
American tribes.

“Occupy while you pay ” is the principle 
of the house purchase scheme devised by the 
Dublin City Commissioners and applicable to 
the new suburban villas at Marino. 

The houses will be sold on lease for a term 
of 99 years from the Ist April, 1926, at 
ground rents varying from £2 10s. to £5 
per annum. The purchase price of the houses, 
of which not less than £25 must be deposited, 
is from £400 to £440. 

Preference, however, will be given to in- 
tending occupiers who are prepared to deposit 
the whole or a substantial portion of the 
Aoi am money. Those with the biggest 
amilies will be considered first. 

When portion of the purchase money is 
accepted the balance will is lent for a period 
not exceeding forty years at 5 per cent. per 
annum, repayment to be made by an annuity 
combining —, and interest. The entire 
sum will advanced on similar terms to 
selected persons unable to pay any portion 
of the purchase money. 

The houses are divided into three classes :— 
- Class A—Purchase: price, £440; annuity, 
£26; minimum weekly payment 16s. 1d. (sub- 
ject to variations in rates) This section 
comprises semi-detached houses, end houses 
and blocks of three built in a straight line, 
and end houses of blucks overlooking orna- 
mental grounds. | 

Class B—Purchase price, £420; annuitv, 
£25; minimum weekly payment, 15s. 6d 
This section includes blocks of three built 
on an angle, centre houses of blocks of three 
built in a straight line, intermediate houses of 
blocks overlooking ornamental grounds, and 
end houses of all blocks built in terraces. 

Class C—Purchase price, £400; annuity, 
£24; minimam weekly payment, 15s. n 
this class are intermediate houses of all 
blocks built in terraces. 

A payment of £25 will reduce the annuity 
by £1 9s. 1d., or shorten the period of re- 
payment by 7 years in Class A, 8 years in 
Class B,9 years in Class C, with correspond- 
ing concessions on a sliding scale up to a 
porment of £300, which. reduces the annuity 
xy £17 Qs.

CROSS - EXAMINATION

THE DEFENCE. 


URTHER evidence was given in ths 

High Court in London yesterday in 
the Turf libel case, before Mr. Justice 
Horridge, arising out of the running of 
Condover in the Lincolnshire and Newbury 
Cup races last year. 

The plaintiffs are Mrs. Arthur Bendir, 
owner of Condover; Mr. Harper, the 
trainer; H. Beasley, the Irish jockey who 
rode the horse; and Mr. W. B. Purefoy, 
manager for Mrs. Bendir. 

The action is against the Associated 
Newspapers, Limited, and the Morning 


Post. 

Sir John Simon, K.C., and Mr. J. 
Aspinall represented all the plaintiffs. 
Defendants were represented by Sir 


Edward Marshall Hall, K.C.; Mr. H. M. 
Giveen, and Mr. Lawson Campbell. 

Before the cross-examination of Mr. Purefoy 
hy Sir Edward Marshall Hall was continued, 
Sir John Simon asked permission to inter- 
polate evidence of the Official Handicapper of 
the Jockey Clab, whose duties required him 
to leave London almost immediately. 

The Judge—I fail to see the revelancy of 
any of these witnesses. The question resolves 
itself into the short point whether or not the 
alleged libel reflects on plaintiffs. There is 
not now alleged any dishonest conduct.

ENTERTAINMENTS 
TAX TO REMAIN. 


LAW OF DIVORCE. 


LOCAL BILLS TO BE 
PROMOTED. 


When the debate upon the Budget was 
resumed in the Northern House of Com- 
mons yesterday, a Labour amendment to 
reduce the entertainments tax to the level 
in. Great Britain was defeated, and the 
Budget resolution was adopted. 

Changes were made in the Standing 
Orders to enable divorce proceedings to be 
instituted in Northern Ireland upon the 
same basis as in Great Britain ; and before 
the House rose, Sir Jamese Craig paid a 
tribute to th» late Mr. Massey. 

GERMAN SHIPBUILDING. 

Mr. James Beattie, in resuming the debate 
upon the Budget, said that the people of 
Ulster had been crying out for social reform 
equal at least to Great Britain. He predicted 
that the old age pension thrift disqualifica- 
tion would be continued, for no assurance 
was given that this would be eliminated as 
in Great Britain. He also criticised the con- 
tinúance of the entertainments tax, and de- 
clared that the entertainment industry was 
over-taxed in Northern Ireland. He failed 
to see how the relief of taxation ‘which was 
proposed was going to be an advantage to 
the shipbuilding and engineering industry. 

Referring to the contracts for new ships 
‘which were going abroad, he said that the 
specifications for German ships were different 
to those supplied by British firms, and they 
were not equal to British ships either in 
material, workmanship, finish or equipment. 
Germany was endeavouring to assist the in- 
dustry 
gested that. such assistance should be given 
to industries in this country, either by re- 
duced taxation or by the taxation of foreign- 
built ships. British capital was going to 
Germany because it was guaranteed 8 per 
cent, interest. The industries in this country 
were strangled by war debt. 

THE IMPERIAL CONTRIBUTION. 

Mr. McMullan (Labour) said that he and 
his colleagues did not regard the Budget 
as one that would assist the working classes. 
He was not in favour of paying any Imperial 
contribution to Great Britain so long as 
they were behind (Great Britain in their 
secial services, He advocated the abolition 
of the Army and Navv, and pointed to the 
example of the frontier between Canada 
and the United States, which required ho 
guarding. If they dispensed with armies and 
navies their people could have a higher social 
standard of living. If they proceeded as they 
were doing, Northern Ireland would become 
a penitentiary for all the people of Europe 
who wanted to do penance. 

Mr. Deviin—That’s the game. (Laughter.) 

GOVERNMENT'S RECORD. 

Mr. Rowley Elliott, J.P., said that from 
the speeches which had been made one would 
imagine that the Northern Government had 
sat idly by—(Mr. Kyle—Hear, hear)—and 
did nothing for the unemployed, provide 
houses or give work.

INCREASED PRICEOF

The price of all Dunlop motor tyres will be 
increased to-day by a figure averaging 10 
per cent. on the prices ruling yesterday, while 
the price of inner tubes will be raised a little 
more than 10 per cent., says 7'Ae T'imes.

UNKNOWN MOUNTAINS, 
THE SECRET VALLEYS OF THE 


KUNGUR ALPS. 

Owing to the inquisitive activity of mul 
titudes of energetic men, the unknown areas 
in the habitable zones of the globe's surface 
have been so greatly circumscribed as to 
make it almost as much of an achievement 
to find an unexplored district in the old 
world as actually to explore it, savs The 
Times. Yet, this has very recently been 
done by Mr. Clarmont P. Skrine, who was 
then Acting British Consul-General in Kash 
gar, and his wife; for they, riding part of 
the time on yaks, at other times crawling 
desperately up the precipitous faces of what 
are locally considered ‘ passes,’ penetrated 
into the secret valleys of the Kungur Alps, 
and mapped and photographed the immense 
mountains which surround them. 

For this task, possibly only for these 
weeks in the year while the snows in the 
mountains are not so deep as to close the 
passes, or so far melted as to flood the 
gorges through which alone the passes may 
be reached, Mr. Skrine was well placed at 
Kashgar. This is the chief city of Kash- 
garia, the western extremity of what is often 
known as Chinese Turkestan, but is called 
by the Chinese themselves Sin-Kiang, or the 
New Dominion, with the pardonable pride of 
conquerors, who, in search of a “scientific 
frontier ’’ towards the West, established their 
authority over it 2,000 years ago. 

While climbiWg amid the tangled glaciers, 
gorges, vallevs and dolomitic peaks of the 
Kungur, on the upper waters of the Karatas) 
(Blackstone), an affluent of the Kizil Su, the 
red river of Kashgar, Mr. Skrine found not

On the occasion of King Victor Emmanuel’s 
silver jubilee it is reported in well-informed 
political circles that a proclamation will be 
issued, followed by a general political 
amnesty, setting free thousands of political 
prisoners, both Fascists and Communists. 

The King will also declare, according to 
these reports, that the fundamental rights of 
the Constitution have not been violaed by the 
Fascist Dictatorship. Premier Mussolini is 
expected to follow this declaration by the 
organisation of a Cabinet of all Parties, thus 
ending the Fascist Dictatorship. 

It is pointed out that Mussolini is retaining 
five portfolios in the Government, and that he 
plans to give these appointments to non-polli- 
tical, or even Opposition, leaders. 


SIR A. CONAN DOYLE IN 
BELFAST. 


NO SHORT CUT TO 
LITERATURE. 


Sir Arthur Conan Doyle was the principal! 
guest at the luncheon of the Belfast Rotary 
Club, in Ye Olde Castle Restaurant, yester 
day. Mr. Arthur 8. -Atkinson, Vice-President 
of the Club, was in the chair, and among 
those present was the Minister of Labour 
(Mr. J. M. Andrews). 

Sir Arthur, in the course of his speech, said 
that literature was the common meeting 
ground for all humanity: It was the central 
market place for all that was neutral; and it 


he only occupied—as, indeed, he did —a very 
humble stall in the market, he felt able, 
nevertheless, to call himself a unit in that 
community. Having spoken of his early 


struggles, he said that in these days it was 
perhaps somewhat easier now than it was 
then for an aspirant to find an opening. [here 
were now a dozen magazines for one that was 
published then, and the magazine was an 
open door to literature. Contributors now 
wrote under their own names, whereas, in his 
own case, he wrote anonymously for about ten 
vears before almost anyone recognised that he 
existed. He advised young writers not to 
take themselves too seriously, and reminded 
them that there was no short cut to literature. 
The men and women who were going to make 
literature must have it in their bones. 


BRITISH TRADE IN APRIL.

RUSH OF GOODS FROM ABROAD. 


The Board of Trade returns, issued vester 
day, show imports for April totalled 
£110,558,208, a decrease of £2,502.824, when 
compared with March. British exports for 
the month totalled £60,877.528. a decrease 
of £9,425,951 W hen compared with April 
of last year, the imports showed an increase 
of £24,194,200, but the exports were down 
by £1,989,598. Manufactured silk, so much 
in the public eye at present, happens to show 
a small decline, but the same remark applies 
also to our export of that article. This 
mcuth's returns, published at the beginning 
of June, will, no doubt, show the extent to 
which the threat of the tax has caused im- 
orts to be rushed, In view of the re 
imposition of the McKenna duties, it 1s 
interesting to compare the figures of certain 
imports during April with those of the same 
month of last year when the duties were in 
eperation, The number of touring cays 1m- 
ported, compared with the same month of 
1924, leapt up from 901 to 5,657, and the 
value of cars and parts rose from £711,000 
to £1,239,000. In April, 1924, we imported 
258 pianos at a value of £15,800, last month 
the imports totalled 1,811 at a cost of £94,800. 
Over 400,000 more watches and clocks came 
from Germany last month, as compared with 
April, 1924. Imports for the four months this 
year totalled £462,274,246, an increase of 
£74,543,394 on the corresponding period last 
vear, while exports were valued at 
£269,561,496, which is £13,381,814 above the 
figures for the first four months of 1924. 
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FREE STATE “ WIRELESS ” FEF. 

The Waterford Branch of the Radio Associa- 
tion of Ireland has a resolution protest- 
ing against the licence duty of £1 a year 
imposed in the Free State for permission to 
instal and maintain a wireless receiving set. 
The resolution states that the members of the 
Association would be willing to pay a fee 
to an Trish company broadcasting in the 
Free State, but feel that they should not be 
called upon to a fee to a Minister from 
whom they receive no service in return. The 
Postmaster-General is asked to withdraw the 
regulation until a broadcasting company 
operates in the Free State.

UNION OF PARISHES. 

If the. Syriod should so decide, this year 
would bring to an end the machinery which 
was created at the meeting of the special 
(ieneral Synod of November, 1920. They all 
realised fully the purpose of that machinery, 
and also knew ‘something of the wa in 
which the work for which it was created had 
been carried out.

It was true to say that there Wad iid pro- 
fessed Christian people or commutity in the 
world with which they were not more 
or less united by a common ‘ith 
and a common hope. Though they might not 
like all their ways, they agreed with some of 
them in their peculiar modes of expression. 
The very name they bore formed a dink; be- 
tween them. He wished that that. great fact 
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were more fully realised, both by themselves 
and by those outside their communion. 
(Hear, hear.) 

In relation to Christian communions out- 
eide ‘their own land, they were most nearly 
inked with the Church of England and wi 
the whole body of local Churches which, taken 
all together, formed the Anglican Communion, 
That arose out of their history. The more or 
less Close association with the Church of 
England carried them back behind the Refor- 
niation to the period of the Anglo-Norman 
conquest. It did not begin at the Reforma- 
tion, as some people imagined. And, after 
the Reformation, the Church of Ireland re- 
mained a distinct Church, having her own 
Convocation, and, for a time, her own Articles 
of Religion, and her own Book of Common 
Prayer. It was uot untilcthe union between 
Great Britain and Ireland in 1800 that the 
Church of Ireland was united with the Church 
of England, and that union of the Churches 
was dissolved by the Act of Disestablishment 
in- 1870. Only for the short period of seventy 
years was their Church incorporated into the 
system of the Church of England. 

It remained true, however, that inter-com- 
munion with the Church of England and with 
the Churches of the Anglican Communion as 
a whole was the organic means by which 
they, as a Church, entered into relationship 
with the world-wide activities of Christianity. 
That was a matter of the utmost importance 
for them. Hear, hear.) It enabled them to 
share a large life than that of their own small 
and somewhat isolated community. It gave 
them a very direct interest in all the spiritual 
movements which stirred the larger lite, and 
which reacted upon them here. 

CURRENT MISCONCEPTIONS. 

Having said so much on their position in the 
Christian world as a whole. a wished to 
point out more particalarly some of the larger 
principles for which their Church, in common 
with the whole Anglican Communion, stood. 
ly view of some movements of the present 
time, he thought that that was extremely im- 
portant. There were many current misconcep- 


tions. First in importance, and most funda- 
mental of all the principles of their Church, 
was her affirmation of the unique authority of 
Holy Sertpture. Everywhere in her for- 
mularies that would be found expressed or 
implied, Positively, Holy Scripture con- 


tained all things necessary to salutation— 
clear proof from Holy Scripture supplied the 
constructive element in Christian doctrine. 
Negatively, there was no other authority 
which could be put on a similar footing. - 
Christianity, as a historical religion, 
founded on Jesus Christ, a historical person, 
and on his life, death, and resurrection, and 
not on any philosophical theory or ecclesiasti- 
cal system, must derive its justification and 
its teaching from those historical documents 
which alone told them, with any degree of 
clearness, about the events- from which it 
sprang. There could be, in the very nature 
of things, no tradition and no human 
authority which could, with any show of 
reason, he compared with the Scriptures. 
But while the Church, with the utmost 
emphasis and strength of conviction, affirmed 
the unique authority of Holy Scripture, she 
Yowhere put forward any theory of the 
nature of inspiration. It was one proof, 
amongst many, of the wonderful wisdom and 
sanity which guided those great and learned 
divines to whom they owed their church 
-formularies. 
x Further, the Church set forth the ancient 
reeds as the sufficient statement of essential 
Christian doctrine. That. was done most 
ignally by the position which the creeds 
ocetipied.in the regular Services of Divine 
worship, In morning and evening prayer, 
and in the baptismal Service. that very 
simple statement of the elements of 
the Christian faith, which they called 
th: .Apostle’s Creed, was made an 
essential element; and the celebration of 
Holy.Communion was guarded by the great 
Nicene symbol. Thus, both as regarded 
Holy Scripture and the formal statement of 
doctrine, the Church aimed at simplicity, 
emphasised the essential, and in the widest 
bas wav, ineluded all those who could 


e included. (Hear, hear.) Secondly, ith" 


"would be found that a similar breadth of 
view márked their Church's doctrine of the 
nature of the Church. In the Nineteenth 
Article it was said: “ The visible Church of 
Christ is a congregation of faithful men, in 
which the pure word of God is preached, and 
the Sacraments be duly ministered according 
to Christ’s Ordinance, in all those things 
that of necessity are requisite to 
the same.”’ The question of an 
invisible Church was left open—that faith, 
the Word, and the Sacraments as ordained 
by Christ were given as the marks of the 
Church's life, and that nothing whatever was 
#aid as to any further limitation, There was 
comprehension; there was no note of exclu- 
ion. 

More characteristic still was the expression 
m the Prayer Book for the Church Militant. 
There they prayed Lo Clod ae. an mspire con- 
tinually the universal Church with the spirit 
of “truth, unity and concord,’’ adding the 
words, “ and grant that ali they that do con- 
fess Thy Holy Name may agree in the truth 
of Thy Holy Word, aud live in unity and 
godly love.” i 

THE CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

.. the Catholic Church included all who pro- 
Fessed and called themselves Christians. It 
might be said that these were large expres- 


sions of devotion, and that they were not to 
be interpreted literally. That might seem a 
reasonable view, except for one great fact 


which ‘had been too much lost sight of in 
these latter days. These expressions exactly 
conveyed the teaching“$f the great divines of 
the Anglican Church in the classical period of 
her history. That was the doctrine of the 
Church held by the great scholars who had 
given them their wonderful Prayer Book. It 
was, in truth, the characteristic position. 
Take the greatest and most thoroughly char. 
acteristic of all Anglican divines, Richard 
Hooker, the author of the famous “ Ecclesias- 
| tical Polity."’ In the third book, and again 
an the fifth book of this great work, he dis- 
cussed at length the nature of the Church 


| Catholic. Appealing to Holy Scripture and 
the teaching of the Apostles, he declared that 
the Church of Christ included all “ them 
which call upon the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” ‘‘ If,” he wrote, “ we go lower we 


shall but add unto this certain casual and 
variable accidents.’’ Here he taught the error 
of other definitions. ‘‘ They define not the 
Church by that which the Church essentially 
is, but by that wherein they imagine their 
ewn more perfect than others.”

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS’ WORK. 


Mrs, Fetherstonhangh, Q.B.E., read the 
annual report, which stated that it was just 
twenty-five years ago since. the preliminary 
meeting of the Irish Branch of the Soldiers’ 
and ‘Sailors’ Help Society was held in Dublin 
Castle. At the request of those present,

it was largely due to the enthusiasm and 
hard work of these two ladies that the Society 
‘established itself so firmly in their midst, 
and had ‘continued for a quarter of a century

Notwithstanding the number of organisa- 
tions for the relief of ex-Service men which 
had come into existence during the years sub- 
sequent to the great war, their report proved 
that they were still greatly needed, not only 
in Dublin, but, throughout the country. 


FUNDS WANTED. 


The Society had for twenty-five years 
carried on the work of assisting destitute men 
stricken with iliness. and totally unable to 
help themselves. Heavy inroads had been 
made on their funds, and on two occasions 
during the year they had been compelled to 
realise some of their small remaining capital 
td enable them to corftinie their work. It 
was hoped “that those interested in the wel- 
dare of the old soldier would come to their 
assistance before it was late. The Dublin 


Office had dealt with 5,229 cases, and granted 
£940 Qs. Od. in relief of 553 men. 
EMPLOYMENT FOUND. 
The reports from the various county 


branches were most encouraging, showing a 


large increase in the number of men assisted, 


a special feature being the efforts made to 


obtain employment for those out of work. 


No fewer than 152 men had benefited by the 
Society's efforts. Many posts of presidents 
and hon. secretaries had recently been filled, 
and the Society was now well represented all 
over the country. i 
Major-General Sir Oliver Nugent said that 
he had the honour to propose the adoption of 


the report, which was so admirably worded, 


and clear. It was of great interest to him to 


read it. :

In his 
own county he was having a roll made out of 
ex-Service men, with particulars of. service, 
etc.

EVOLUTION OF ART. 


THE LAST OF MR. BODKIN’S

It is not generally known that in 1799 
the British Parliament repealed all the Acts 
rohibiting the cultivation of tobacco in 
reland. The tobacco-growing industry, thus 
emancipated, made such progress that during 
the Napoleonic and American wars it supplied 
the bulk of the leaf required by the British 
factories. 

By the year 1830 Irish tobacco had ousted 
British manufactured tobacco from the Irish 
market. Commercial jealousy, thus aroused, 
brought about the suppression of tobacco- 
growing by the British Government, and most 
of the Irish growers emigrated. It is not an 
easy matter to resuscitate so highly technical 
an industry, but climate and soil seem to suit 
it admirably. 

The Free State Government have not as yet 
signified their intention of giving Irish-grown 


tobacco the same preference in the home 


market as it is given, in common with other 
Empire-grown tobaccos, in the British 
markets; but Jrish manufacturers and 
growers naturally expect that they will do so.

Rotterdam, and that the defendants 
had refused to deliver a ee He 
claimed as damages £255 15s. 6d., being the 
difference between £772 16s. 2d., the price 
agreed ‘to be paid to the defendants for 
15,489lbs. of wool purchased and £1,028 11s. 
8d., the amount it cost him to procure that 
quantity of wool to replace in part wool which 
the defendants failed to deliver. 

The defendants denied that they refused to 
deliver the goods. They did not admit the 
construction sought to be put upon the con- 
tract by the plaintiff. They further alleged 
that the contract had been rescinded by 
mutual. consent. 

The plaintiff having been examined, 

Evidence was given on behalf of the de- 
fendants, to the effect that there was con. 
siderable difficulty in shipping from Dublin 
to Rotterdam at the time of the contract 
owing to strike troubles; that the defendants 
did their best to have the wool shipped to 
the plaintiff, but found it impossible to do 
so; and that they had to sell it at the con- 
tract price and made no profit on the sale. 

Mr.. Justice Sullivan held that, on the cor- 
respondence, there was a contract, and that 
it been broken. He gave judgment for 
the plaintiff for £244 3s. 8d., disallowing 
£11 iis. claimed by him as interest on the 
money that he had set aside for the purchase 
of the wool that the defendants contracted
